‘There are 
fome exceedingly fine temples: here, most 
gorgeously decorated, and the scrupulous 
cleanliness of everything, tho perfect repalr’ 
in which tho places are kept, the beantl- 
fully paved courts, and fine flights of stone 
steps with never a. weed between the flags, 
the freshness of the gilding and coloring 
on the decorations, present a remarkable 
contrast to the sort. of thing Khave been 
previously accustomed to ia China. One 
of the temples is situated on-a little head- 
land over the river ‘which rmshes and bolls 
beneath ; and from a charming Little pavilion 
in the grounds you look to the right up the 
beautifully green and well-wooded valley: 
of the Min, while to the left the Oh’éng To 
plain, which from the number of trees 
eee along the roads and round the 

ouses has all the appearancs of belng well 
wooded—is spread out. 

From Kuan Haien, 1 -assended the Min 
River, but turned aaldo up a tributary to 
Li Fan Fu, the last Obinese station but one, 
in this direction. : Here 1 was amongst the 
Su Mu tribe of the Mautzs, who now have 
been driven out of the valleys by the 
Chinese, and mostly inhabit the tops of tho 
mountains, Their style of-architecture is 
very like the Thibetan, with flat roofs, 
stone walls with scarcely any window, and 
& sort of upper story overs portion of the 
roof. The official who presides over each 
villageis permitted to build a high square 
tower to his house, and there are very pro- 
minent and characteristic features in the 
villages. In tho valley, all the way are 
ruins (and some evidently quite recent) of 
Mautze villages, and now and then you 600 
a new Chinese village built within a fow 
yards of the ruins of a Mautze village. In 
the mountains, in the neighbourhood, they 
report glaciers, which ia mote than possible, 
for I subsequently found the snow line was 
upwards of'12,000 feet above the sea, and 
some of tho mountains that [ saw must 
have had at least 2,000 feet cf tholr summits 
covered with snow.. From Li Fan Fa, 1 
retraced my steps tothe Min River. All 
this neighbourhood is « land of marvels; 
indeed I think that it would ‘make a very 
good race with the Holy Land for first 
place as a.miracle country, Obin Tai, who 
has a great love for the marvellous, was 
never tired -telling me of the astounding 
things that happened here, and wiled away 
many an hour of-marching. 

Near Mao-Chou there are some magni- 
ficont snowy peaks, and early one morning 
rounding s corner of the rocks a magnificent 
pyramid of virgin snow suddenly burst upon 
mo}; this was lighted up by the rising sun, 
and thrown into relief by an almost black 
shadow over 4 rooky and nearer mountain, 

About four days before reaching Sung 
Pat: Ting, and at about 7,000 feet above 
the sea, | suddenly camo into.s pleasant 
country, which lasted till Lcrossed the 
mountain pass that. divides this river from 
the Lung Ngan Fou river, The number 
‘and tameness of the birds was something 
astounding, I liad very few cartridges

In the moun- 
tains are Ibex, wild sheep and musk deer, 
and two or three days awsy from the road, 
Red deer are found. Sung Pau Ting is 
the last Obinese station but one on the 
road to the Koko Nor ; everything is very 
now about the place, and the Chinese 
population rapidly lvcreming. The Mon- 
gols bring in here vast quantities of skiris, 
deer’s horus and musk, for sale. On the 
pastures near, there are large herds of yaks 
and oxen, The Yak is also extonsively 
used as a beast of burden, and 1 can testify 
that the beef'is excellent. My landlord at 
Sung Pau-ying ‘was a Mabomedan trader 
who had -beeu to the Koko Nor, and des- 


cribed the journey in winter as something | P 


terrible, The country to the East of this 
is‘ inhabited by the &ifan, a people in 
appearance very-unlike the Chinese. They 
have some very good ponies which, after 
the little animals I had become accustom: 
to, looked giganti¢ horses, I crossed the 
ridge that divides the Min from the Lung 
Ngan Fou river, at a. helght of something . 
over 12,000 feet, and theu rapidly descended 
a keautiful valley enclosed by immense 
pine-covered mountains, I never saw & 
pheasant once, over the ridge, and the 
climate seems very diferent ; from the 
extraordinary, verdure here, I should think 
it must always rain in the upper part of 
this valley. 

From hers T came down the valley through 
Lung Ngan Fou and Mem Ohgu, back to 
this place, after a delightful Pegg and 
growraly very fine weather. to to-day 

have not had anywhere a re’ hot day. 
Hore, it is always dull and overcast, raining 
off aud on, but as yet, not hot, 1 walk 
about here, and no one takes ‘much notice 
of me except the littl beya—N. 0.

Of this perlod the 
infantry noldier was to. serve 4 years in the 
active Nizam, 2 years in the Ihtist or 
reserve, 6 ¥ in the Redif or militis, and 
8 yoata in the Mustabfiz or territorial army. 
The men of tho cavalry and artillery 
branches were retained 5 years in the active 
army and 1 year in the reserve. Thirty. 
seven thousand and five hundred men were 
to be raised annually by conscription for 
the service of the active army, whence they 
would pass in due course to the militia and 
sedentary army. The militia (xedif) is form- 
ed from 120 militia districts, each of which 
farnishos one infantry. battalion of the first 
and one of the second call, the former 
consisting of younger, the latter of older 
soldiers, There are therefore. altogether 
240 militia battalions. Any conscript can 
purchase exemption from service in the 
active army, when he is at once placed in 
the militia; these battalions are annually 
called out for four woeks’ training, during 
which perlod the recruits who have pur- 
cbased exemption from the active army 
must also be trained sod disciplined, A 
large number of recruits constantly availed 
themselves of the privilege of purchasing 
exemption from active service, thereby 
materially aiding the revenue, but at the 
same time filling the ranks of the militia 
with raw recruits. No cadres exist an yet 
for the territorial army. This foros can 
theréfore only be:caloulated upon to furnish 

irregular corps, and to these a considerable 
contingent can be added by embodying the

Tarxe is much difference of opinion as 
tg_the asnafianny of. allpwinre—igfntagver 
On the one hand, it is urged that if men 
are permitted to fire at great distances they 
will be.liable, while only inflicting compar- 
atively little damage upon the enemy, to 
expend.an undue amount of their ammuni- 
tion, and consequently may find themselves 
short of-cartridges when they arrive at 
closer quarters—that is to say, just at tho 
time when their fire will be most effective. 
On the other hand, it is argued that the 
very act of firing lends a great moral sup- 
port to the advance, by taking away the 
feeling of moving defencoless under the 
enemy's fire; and that, moreover, very 
considerable damage msy be inflicted upon 
the adversary by fire ‘from a distance, 
This latter opinion is very forcibly ex- 
pressed in a work recently published by two 
‘Austrian artillery officers, ‘On the.value 
of infantry fire at long ranges,” in which 
it is pointed out that men will naturally 
take aim more coolly and deliberately when 
they are at a great distance away from than 
when they ere closer'to the enemy, and 
that it will bo much more easy for the 
latter condition. The Deutsche Ueeres-Zei- 
tung, also, in an article on the same ques- 
tion, recalls to mind the enormous losses 
suffered on more than one occasion during 
the late Franco-German war by the Ger- 
man reserves and supports from Chassep6t 
‘bullets which had passed over the skirmis- 
hera at which they were aimed ; and infer: 
from these experiences that very great 
damage may be inflicted upon distant bodies 
of the enemy by systematic long-range 
firing. Tho Heeres Zeitung, therefore, urges 
that men should be carefully and constantly 
instructed in this kind of firing during 
time of peace, in order that they may be. 
able to develop to the utmost on the field 
of battle the power of the long-range wea- 
pon which they now carry. ; 

A Pzourtanity of the German service is 
the large amount of theoretical instruction 
which is given, not only to the officers, but 
algo to the non-commissioned officers and 
men of thearmy, The Revue Militaire de 
U Etranger gives an outline of the course of 
studies, which is as “follows :—General in- 
struction is given in théschool, which is 
held in the evening on. five deys in each 
week, by officers of the regiment or garri- 
gon, and sometimes also by civilian profes» 
pors.
